1, 1916, 82 lepers, distributed as follows: Batanes, 1; Cagayan, 9; 
Tagudin (Mountain Province), 3; Ilocos Sur, 24; La Union, 15; Zam- 
bales, 21; Mindoro, 3; Tayabas, 6. On June 3, 1916, 125 lepers 
from San Lazaro Hospital, Manila, and from various Provinces of 
the Philippine Islands were sent to the leper station at Culion.
